RESPONSE TO OFFICE ACTION 

In response to the office action dated January 14, 2004, applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration of the application based on the following remarks. 



REMARKS 

Claim 15 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by Gutta '273. Claims 1 to 
14 and 17 to 19 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103. Claim 16 was indicated as allowable. 
Reconsideration of the application is respectfully requested. 



35 U.S.C. 102(e) 

Claim 15 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by Gutta '273. 

Gutta '273 describes a vehicle vision system with a distance determiner 18, cameras 12, 
14, 16, an image processor 22, and an object identifier 20. The image processor receives images 
from fields of vision 12', 14', 16'of cameras 12, 14, 16 and provides an output signal to the
